1. FOLLOWING IS TRANSCRIPT OF PRESS RELEASE AND LIST OF ALLEGED 
CIA AGENTS ISSUED BY PHILIP AGEE SEPTEMBER 16. REFTEL PROVIDES 
SUMMARY. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: WITHOUT ACCESS TO SECRET FILES, IT IS 
DIFEICULT TO DETERMINE HOW DEEPLY THE CIA MAY BE INVOLVED 
IN THE CURRENT JAMAICAN CRISIS OR HOW WIDELY COORDINATED 
THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST JAMAICA MAY BE. 

3. BUT WITH THE CHILEAN EXAMPLE AND OTHERS LIKE GUYANA 
NOW WELL DOCUMENTED, THERE IS NO MYSTERY ANY MORE ABOUT 
HOW THE CIA AND OTHER INSTITUTIONS OF FOREIGN INTER- 
VENTION OPERATE. IE ANYONE WANTS TO DEFEAT THIS INTER- 
VENTION, KNOWLEDGE OF HOW IT WORKS IS THE FIRST STEP. 

THE SECOND IS TO DISCOVER AS MANY OE THE CIA OPERATIVES 
AND THEIR LOCAL COLLABORATORS AS POSSIBLE. 

4. DURING THE PAST TWO YEARS I HAVE WORKED WITH JOUR- 
NALISTS AND INTERESTED POLITICAL PEOPLE FROM MANY

SOME OF THE CIA OFFICERS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. THE 
METHOD IS SIMPLE: 

5. FIRST, OBTAIN A LIST OF ALL THE U.S. MISSION 
PERSONNEL, A LOCAL DIPLOMATIC LIST, AND COPIES OF 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT'S BIOGRAPHIC REGISTER AND 
FOREIGN SERVICE LIST. CHECK EACH MISSION EMPLOYEE 
FOR PREVIOUS EMPLOYMENT HISTORY AND PERSONNEL DE- 
SIGNATIONS WITHIN THE FOREIGN SERVICE. THE FOREIGN 
SERVICE RESERVE OFFICERS (USUALLY PEOPLE WHO HAVE 
ALTERNATED BETWEEN DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE AND STATE 
DEPARTMENT "COVER ' JOBS) WILL BE THE CATEGORY CON- 
TAINING MOST OF THE CIA OFFICERS. 

6. LEGITIMATE STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICERS CARRY THE 
DESIGNATION AS FOREIGN SERVICE OFFICER RATHER THAN 
FOREIGN SERVICE RESERVE OFFICER, WITH THE SHORT 
DESIGNATIONS "O" AND "R" RESPECTIVELY. FOR EXAMPLE, 

MR. DESCOTEAUX, THE CHIEF OF STATION HERE AND A 
PERSON WHOM I KNEW OF WHEN HE WAS WORKING IN 
GUAYAQUIL, CARRIES THE STATE DEPARTMENT "COVER" 
DESIGNATION AS R-4 (OR FOREIGN SERVICE RESERVE 
OFFICE, GRADE 4). SIMILARLY DESCOTEAUX'S PREDE- 
CESSOR AS CHIEF OF STATION, A MAN WHOM I KNEW WELL 
(THOMAS KEENAN) HAS THE R-5 DESIGNATION. AND WALTER 
JACK KAUFMAN, KEENAN'S PREDECESSOR, WHO WAS MY 
IMMEDIATE SUPERIOR IN WASHINGTON DURING 1966-1967, 
ALSO CARRIED THE RESERVE DESIGNATION. 

7. MOST COMMONLY, THE CIA OFFICERS WILL HAVE SERVED 
IN POLITICAL SECTIONS OF EMBASSIES WHICH IS THE 

MOST WIDELY USED "COVER" ARRANGEMENT. THIS METHOD, 
ALLOWING FOR SOME FEW EXCEPTIONS, IS QUITE ACCURATE, 
WHICH IS THE REASON THE STATE DEPARTMENT HAS CEASED 
PUBLISHING THE TWO ABOVE-MENTIONED PUBLICATIONS. 

8. 1 HAVE STUDIED THE BACKGROUNDS OF THE OFFICERS 
AND STAFF OF THE AMERICAN EMBASSY IN KINGSTON, AND 
I ATTACH A LIST OF CIA PEOPLE: FIVE OPERATIONS 
OFFICERS, TWO CLERICAL SUPPORT EMPLOYEES, AND TWO 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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COMMUNICATIONS OFFICERS. I ALSO ATTACH TO THE LIST 
THE NAMES OF FIVE CIA OPERATIONS OFFICERS WHO SERVED 
RECENTLY IN JAMAICA AND WHO MIGHT WELL RETURN. IN 
ADDITION, I HAVE ADDED THE NAMES OF ONE DRUG 
ENFORCEMENT AGENCY OFFICER BECAUSE THIS AGENCY IS 
USED AS COVER BY THE CIA, AND THE NAME OF ONE STATE 
DEPARTMENT OFFICER, THE CHIEF POLITICAL OFFICER, AS 
THE MOST LIKELY OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT PEOPLE WHO 
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WOULD BE INTEGRATED TO CIA OPERATIONS HERE. 

9. 1 WOULD SUGGEST THAT YOU CONTACT THE EMBASSY PRESS 
OFEICER, MR. lOHN SANDSTROM, FOR COMMENT ON THE 
ACTIVITIES IN JAMAICA OE THE PEOPLE I HAVE LISTED, 

AND I WOULD EXPECT THAT YOU MIGHT ALSO APPROACH THE 
INDIVIDUALS THEMSELVES FOR COMMENT ON THEIR WORK. 

10. THIS LIST, UNEORTUNATELY, IS ONLY PARTIAL. SOME 
MAY SUDDENLY HAVE LEET IN RECENT DAYS IN ANTICIPA- 
TION OF THIS EXPOSURE. OTHER CIA PEOPLE NO DOUBT 
HAVE RECENTLY ENTERED JAMAICA IN ORDER TO TAKE OVER 
OPERATIONS HERE IF THE PERMANENT DUTY PEOPLE ARE 
FORCED TO LEAVE. 

1 1 . THESE PEOPLE TOO MUST BE IDENTIFIED AND EXPOSED. 

STILL OTHER CIA PEOPLE WILL BE MORE DIFEICULT TO 
DISCOVER BECAUSE THEY ARE HERE AS BUSINESS OR RETIRED 
PEOPLE, PERHAPS TOURISTS, AND IN ANY CAPACITY OTHER 
THAN AS MEMBERS OF THE OFFICIAL MISSION. 

12. FRIENDLY AND CORRECT RELATIONS BETWEEN COUNTRIES 
IS ONE THING THAT EVERYONE WANTS. BUT SUCH 
RELATIONS NEED NOT INCLUDE A SECRET SUBVERSIVE OR- 
GANIZATION - INDEED GOOD RELATIONS ARE COMPLETELY 
INCOMPATIBLE WITH WHAT THE WORLD NOW KNOWS THE CIA 
STANDS FOR: SECRET INTERVENTION TO SUBVERT THE 
NATIONAL POLITICAL PROCESSES OF COUNTRIES AROUND 
THE GLOBE. 

13. ALTHOUGH FROM A DISTANCE, I AND MANY OTHER 
AMERICANS WILL CONTINUE TO WORK WITH JAMAICANS TO 
PREVENT THE REPETITION OF CIA INTERVENTIONS ELSE- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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WHERE, SO THAT YOU CAN DETERMINE YOUR FUTURE FREE 
FROM SECRET AMERICAN INTERVENTION. 

14. 1 WOULD LIKE TO CALL THE ATTENTION OE THE 
JAMAICAN PRESS AND PEOPLE TO THE FACT THAT THE CURRENT 
CHIEF OF STATION HERE, AND TWO OF THE OPERATIONS 
OFEICERS ARRIVED IN KINGSTON DURING THE MIDDLE AND 
LATTER PART OP LAST YEAR PRIOR TO THE INITIATION OP 
VIOLENCE. ONE OTHER OPERATIONS OPFICER ARRIVED JUST 

A FEW MONTHS AGO. ALSO, IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT THE 
CIA OFFICE IN KINGSTON HAS INCREASED ITS COMPLEMENT 
OF OPERATIONS OPFICERS PROM 3 IN 1971 TO 5 AT THIS 
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TIME - A VERY SIGNIEICANT BUILD-UP FOR THE CIA IN 
ANY COUNTRY. 

15. ONE CANNOT EMPHASIZE ENOUGH THAT TO DEFEAT 
SECRET INTERVENTION BY THE CIA, A CONTINUOUS EEFORT 
IS NEEDED TO IDENTIFY THEM, EXPOSE THEM, AND FORCE 
THEM OUT IN SHAME AND DISGRACE. END TEXT PRESS RELEASE,
